LONDONDERRY. 

Traditionally Londonderry is a town 
that carries a chip on its shoulder and 
is stubborn in combat. From the 
ninth century Derry’ has been fight- 
ing ground for one cause or another. 
In the seventeenth century it was the 
stronghold of the Protestants of the 
North. ‘* No surrender’’ was the 
watchword of its people in their de- 
fiance of the forces of James II. And 
they did hold out, as any one may 
see who stops before the statue of the/- 
gallant WALKER on the Royal Bastion. 
The anniversary of the relief of Derry 
is still celebrated. Of late the town 
had been a tug-of-war politically be- 
tween the Unionists and the National- 
ists. There is always something to 
fight about in Tsondonderry, and it is 
not surprising that in Ireland’s state 
ot nervés rioting akin to civil war has 
convulsed a town where men take 
sidés violefitly and are always ready 
to fight. It might have been pre- 
dicted that with the line of distinction 
between Nationalists and Sinn Feiners 
blotted out there would be trouble in 
Londonderry before long. When pro- 
voked the Unionists are not of a 
temper to look the other way or turn 
the other cheek. 

The condition of Londonderry for 
several days has been a reproach to 
British administration. There is rea- 
son to believe that there were only a 
few hundred riotérs, but with British 
soldiers in the town pitched battles 
have been fought im Bishop, Cross and 
Bond Streets, and sniping has gone on 
steadily. Women and children, as well 
as non-Combatant men, 
killed or Wounded and there have 
béen casualties among the factionists.

PUBLIC LIBRARY: SALARIES. 

- Public sympathy goes out gener- 
ously to the employés of the Library. 
Their plight is that of ministers and 
college professors, of officers in army 
‘and navy, of teachers and Govern- 
ment employés everywhere, who see 
fixed salaries shrink with the doubling 
of prices; but whereas others have 
church organizations and alumni asso- 
ciations: fo come to their rescue, or 
are streng enough numerically to 
exert political influence, the libra- 
rians stand alone, are few and there- 
fore relatively powerless. Yet their 
work ‘requires years of preparation in 
school and college and is neces to 
the public. 

Great as is the gratitude of the 
public, the only effective expression 
of, it thus far has come froma quarter 
wheré few wovld have looked for it. 
If the librarians are included under 
the appropriation in hand, it will 
mean that others in the employ of the 
city receive less. The loss will be 
spread wide and thin, but for those 
on. the miargin of. subsistence every’ 
doliar is important. Yet the Presi- 
dents of the Patrolmen’s Benevolent 
Association and of ‘the Uniformed 
Firemen’s Association ‘‘ not only de- 
‘* sire but emphatically insist that the 
** New York Public Library employés
